The election is over. Don Fouts and 
Willie Dawahare. both Main Street busi- 
nessmen, are the new members of the 
City Board of Commissioners. The sewer 
bond issue was soundly defeated, getting 
912 “yes” votes and 680 “no” — true, a 
majority, but not the two-thirds majority 
required by law

Policy On Political Advertisements Explained 






Several people have asked about the policy 
on political advertisements which this news- 
paper announced on the front page the Thurs- 
day preceeding the election. 

Aa you may recall, we noted that we would 
accent no political advertisements which would 
raise new “issues" in the campaign for the 
Monday newepaper— published the day before 
the election- unless the candidate raising the 
iasue got approval from the other candidates 
and would permit them to screen the ad 

Not An Unusual Policy 

This policy, which it may be new to this 
ration, is common among any number of Ken- 
tucky weeklies U basically recognizes the fact 
that u a weekly and as a newspaper, time fac- 
tors in production would make it impossible for 
one candidate to answer another’s last minute 
charges. 

It also prevents specific campaign charges 



from being with-held until the last minute, and 
then rushed into the newspaper for publica- 
tion. 

An election is eerious business with us, 
and it should be with all candidates and voters 
We don't believe it in the best interests of the 
voters or the candidate! to muddy the waters 
in the final minutes with insane charges which 
cannot be investigated by the public 

No Need For Mud-Slinging 

Every election has basic issues involved- 
issues which must be aired. If we allowed a 
newspaper published the day before the elec- 
tion to become a mud-slinging sheet, we would 
never hold the respect of the public. 

If you don’t agree with us on this policy, 
let us know We've said before We say again, 
“Our Header's Write” column is for your com- 
ments on any public issue or to criticize us.

Voters have well demonstrated they 
are in no mood to provide a two-thirds 
majority on a general obligation bond 
A revenue bond is still a possibility for 
the City, if Commissioners can be reas- 
onably assured that the public desires 
the plant.

We can con- 
tinue as a vigorous community regard- 
less of the failure of the bond issue.

A Fearful Price 
The Cost Of Polio 

A 35-year-old father of three made head- 
lines and sad news when he returned in an 
airborne iron lung from a vacation visit to his 
sister in California. His wife, shocked and heart- 
broken, said her husband just “hadn’t gotten 
around to taking Salk vaccine" when she and 
the three youngsters were inoculated. 

This father is now paying a fearful price 
for his omission Stricken with paralytic polio 
involving his respiratory system, he faces the 
grim possibility of permanent crippling. Before 
his physical status can be determined, however, 
he must undergo extensive treatment and long- 
term rehabilitation. 

Heartbreak is implicit in this situation. But 
the saddest part of the story and its true trag- 
edy lie in the fact that it need not have hap- 
pened. Salk vaccine could have spared this 
young father as it spared his wife and three 
children.

Highway Dilemma - Let's 
Improve Old Roads 

All states have increased their ro-td build- 
ing programs. The American Road Builders 
Associatoin estimates the total outlay for high- 
ways this year will be $6 6 billion, a billion- 
dollar increase over 1957. 

But most of the money will go into primary 
roads, particularly the 41,000-mile Federal in- 
terstate network To take advantage of Federal 
provisions for aid, many states are reducing the 
amount of money they had planned to spend on 
non-Federal highways, such as secondary and 
country roads — the rural “back" roads If 
money has not been diverted, attention has — 
by state departments assigning priority atten- 
tion to the "more important” roads. 

Highway officials find themselves in a dil- 
emma. They need all the Federal aid funds 
that are available to build fast, smooth primary 
roads for tomorrow's expected increase in driv- 
ing At the same time, they cannot afford to 
neglect the existing roads that handle today's 
needs. 

Especially needed, according to safety ex- 
perts, are good markings of hazards— the unseen 
curve ahead, the narrow bridge, the pavement 
bump. Because roads are notoriously danger- 
ous after dark, new traffic signs and hazard 
warnings are made of special materials that 
gleam brightly under headlights and give driv- 
ers 24-hour warning of the hazard 

Everybody agrees that it will be years be- 
fore we can remove all hazards from old roads 
and build the necessary new roads. It would 
seem wise to make the roads we already have 
as safe as possible 



coming on the air, half are in this “grisly categ- 
ory.” while nearly 150 nonnetwork shows, used 
by stations throughout the country are of this 
type In addition, a large number of old horror 
movies are being reissued under new title* for 
use by TV stations. 

On a recent Saturday, Newsweek reports, 
"no fewer than 39 shows with varying degrees 
of violence" were shown on TV in the New 
York area, while a recent survey in Los Angeles, 
covering programs telecast up to 9 p m., listed 
during a single week “101 murders, 00 “justifi- 
able' homicides. 192 attempted murders. 83 rob- 
beries, 15 kidnaping. 24 conspiracies to commit 
murder, 21 jailbreaks, 7 attempted lynchings. 
6 dynamitir.gs. 11 extortions, 2 cases of arson, 
and 2 instances of torture, not to mcuition un- 
countable numbers of prolonged and brutal 
fights, threats to kill, sluggings and maulings 
and innumerable unspecified indignities inflict- 
ed indiscriminately on men. women and child- 
ren.” 

Not only do the programs of this type dep- 
ict violence. Newsweek charges, but they show 
how the crime and brutality are committed, 
despite the fact that the Television Code of the 
National Association of Broadcasters includes 
a ban against “the presentation of techniques 
of crime In such detail as to invite imitations ” 
This code also condemns “the use of horror for 
its own sake" and provides that “criminality 
shall be presented as undesirable and unsym- 
pathetic. " 

Even more pointed condemnation is ex- 
pressed by Frank J Kronenberg, president of 
the New York State County Judges Association, 
who declares that “television is an instrument 
of intense pressure that convinces the immature 
mind that violence is an accepted way of . , . 
Exposing children to such violence can be com- 
pared with taking children to public tortures 
and hangings in medieval times.” 

Still more of these programs are on the 
way, Newsweek warns, and it concludes with 
the recommendation that “the networks, indep- 
endent stations, producers, performers, aR the 
purveyors as well as the violence-prone Amer- 
ican public itself should seriously consider the 
advisability of at least a partial moratorium on 
mayhem " 

Newsweek is to be commended for its clear 
and courageous report on a subject which has 
caused parents so much concern The television 
industry should take seriously the charges made 
against it, and should realize the dangers in- 
herent in the flood of violence it is pouring Into 
the homes of America — Lexington Loader 



First County Court Clerk Still Holds Record For Time Served 



Gurney Norman 

April 17, 1821 was a busy day for the 
first Perry County Court Clerk Jesse 
Combs. He recorded three deeds that day. 

As far as records show, the first of 
these three deeds is the first to be record- 
ed in Perry County. The document, still 
preserved in a bound volume in the Court 
House, said that Jesse Adams “doth grant, 
bargain and sell to the said Stephen Hogg 
and his heirs forever one certain tract of 
land containing 48 acres.” 

Mr. Adams got the tidy sum of $400 
for his 48 acres, or $8 33 per acre of Perry 
County wilderness that day a scant 45 
years after the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence was signed. 

There were four land transactions in 
that month that found their way into the 
newly-begun Perry court record. Things 
slowed down during the summer when 
only one transaction took place, but August 
and the harvest season saw a record seven 
deeds filed w ith clerk Combs 

There is a long gap in the records 
after August, 1821, or perhaps just nobody 
was in the buying or selling mood But 
early in 1822, Mr. G. T. Cotton of Wood- 
ford County, who somehow had acquired 
a piece of the foreign Perry County, sold 
to Kdward Strong, a native, “a tract or 
parcel ofl and” amounting to 60 acres “for 
and in consideration of the sum of $75, 
say fifty in a horse and twenty five in 



cash.” 

First Marriage Book on File 

The original marriage book is also on 
file in the County Clerk’s office. The third 
entry in this book is the first one to bear a 
date, June 11, 1821. Recorders got right 
to the point back then in making things 
legal. The only mention of marriages in 
the books was briefly this:: “I do certify 
that the written couple is married by me,” 
and then follows the name of the officiat- 
ing magistrate or preacher 

These old legal papers are in a remark- 
ably good state of preservation. They of 
course are all hand written, but on a high 
quality paper that has withstood 137 years 
of mildew and being thumbed through 
The ink now appears brown on the pages. 
Stains are frequent, also brown, but they 
do not obscure the writing 

Any change of scribe who so paintak- 
ingly entered the wealth of now-historical 
information into the records is easily noted 
because of the difference, often for the 
worse, in the handwriting 

First Will Filgd 1822 

Though well preserved, the writing 
style has changed to such a degree since 
then that reading the records is difficult 
Names cropping up all through the early 
records have not changed however as the 
current names of Combs, Miller, Smith, 
Campbell, McIntosh. Turner and Adams 
and many others fill those ancient pages 



of court record 

Marriage certificates were not used 
until December of 1899 

The earliest will on Perry County re- 
cord was filed in October, 1822, by Simon 
Stacy According to “Perry County, Ken- 
tucky— A History,” by the Hazard Chapter 
of the D.A.R , Hazard’s first settler, Elijah 
Combs sealed his will in 1855, and left 
most of his land and his negro slave, I^ewis, 
to his son, Jesse Combs 

Formal mortgages were late in com- 
ing to Perry County, founded in 1820 
Court records do not show evidence of any 
mortgage before April 15, 1875, when 
Samuel Brashears received $100, “paid in 
one sorrel horse,” from William M. Cor- 
nett,” for land on the waters of the Big 
Branch containing 300 acres more or lees ” 

Clerk 53 Years 

Jesse Combs holds clear title to the 
record time in the office of County Court 
Clerk He served in that capacity from 
1821 to his death in 1874 

According to the D.A.R. publication, 
the county was not so far advanced as to 
have its own court house in 1821. Court 
was held, and no doubt the records were 
filed, in the home of Elijah Combs, which 
stood about where the Goad Hardware now 
stands on Main Street The present docu- 
ments dating from 1821 have outlasted two 
court houses that were destroyed by fire 
in the 1880’s and in 1911.

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"JESUS DESCRIBES DISCIPLESHIP" 
Matthew 5-7. 

—by John R. Howard — 

Hrrc K la! 

We find people on every corner giving their 
idea about what a Christian is. We have as 
many different concepts of Christianity almost 
as we have Individuals. Sometimes, but all too 
seldom during these days, do we find those who 
meet together in agreement on what a Chris 
tian is. 

Here we have Jesus' own words on what a 
Christian is, given in the lesson. Matthew 5-7. It 
is always better to keep quiet and listen to the 
Spirit as He speake to us, telling us the answer 
that God has for our questions. The Word of 
God is the final authority in everything. Before 
Him we must stand, each one as individuals, to 
give account of the words that we have spoken 
and the deeds that we have done in the body. 
Foolish is that man who builds his house upon 
the sand, chasing every butterfly of doctrine, 
running after every whim of frail man, who 
himself must perish as a blade of grass in the 
oven 

What does Jesus say about Discipleship? 

First of all He gave to the twelve Disciples 
whom he had chosen and called apart to himself 
upon the Mount, a brief, simple yardstick by 
which they could measure themselves. This 
yardstick is called the Beatitudes, which means 
“Blessedness" or in our modern thinking “Hap- 
piness”, or the Character of Happy People." 

Are you a happy person? Are you glad 
that you are alive 7 Is it a joy for you to bo 
living and serving God? Is your religion a bur- 
den to you or does it lift you on eagles wings 
into the blue of God's Heaven? In the Beati- 
tudes we find how a Christian is always coming 
up smiling, always finding a song in every day’s 
sorrow. always returning good for evil. We sec 
Why he is “the salt of the earth", why he be- 
comes “the light of the world " 

The Sermon on the Mount, for this is the 
Scripture Lesson for this week, starts out by 
telling us that WHAT A MAN IS, IS OF IM- 
PORTANCE. NOT WHAT A MAN HAS A 
Christian is one who is spiritual in character. 
We must BE something, before we can DO any- 
thing “Except the Lord build the house, they 
labor in vain that build it. (Ps. 125) The body 
is the Temple of the Holy Spirit. It is only as 
God lives IN the man or woman that he or she 



may even claim to be a Christian. We must be 
born again It is Christ IN you that is our hope 
of Glory. (Coloslans 1:27) 

So we find that Disciples of Christ are 
“Beggars after the Spirit"; '‘Not I. but Christ ” 
Not by works of the law are we Justified," for 
“our righteousness is but as filthy rags in His 
sight “For we are His Workmanship, created 
by Christ Jesus unto good works, which he hath 
prepared that we should walk in them Disciples 
mourn because of the evil of sin in the world in 
our own Mves. Disciples are meek; they hunger 
and thirst after righteousness; they are merci- 
ful; they are pure in heart; they seek to make 
peace among their fellow men. 

A disciple IS something, he is a ohild of 
God. He becomes a Child of God thruSEEING 
God, believing in Him and walking with Him in 
Character and works If we are to BE more we 
must SEE more of God After we have seen 
God, then we are made anew into His Image;' 
we then become like Him, not completed at once, 
except thru faith, hut we start growing up infto 
the Image of the Likeness of His Son, Jesus j 
Christ. 

This docs not mean that we have to wait | 
like Thomas, and not believe or act in faith until 
we have seen Jesus In the flesh, or found a 
special vision from heaven. This is good when 
we do. bu; how few do! Jesus puts a higher
